NEAR DOVER 


Passengers, 100 in Number, 
Were All Saved 


SIX BABIES WERE ON BOARD 


Crew Worked Like Beavers To Save 
the Ship, 


MANY © AMERICAN — PASSENGERS 


Ceres, a Russian Vessel, Came to the 
Rescue and Picked Up Passen- 
gerse—Captain and Crew 
Refused To Leave 
the Ship. 


London, November 15.—The Hamburg- 
American steamer Patria, Captain Froh- 
lich, which left New York November 4th 
for Hamburg and passed the Lizard yes- 
terday, is on fire near Dover. All the 
passengers were rescued and have arrived 
at Dover. 


The Russian steamer Ceres sighted the 
Patria, showing signals of distres and 
demanding immediate help, about twelve 
miles from North Hinder lightship. The 
liner was enveloped in smoke. Putting on 
full steam the Ceres soon reached the 
Patria and sendingy a boat learned that 
Captain Frohlich was in urgent need cf 
assistance, 

The boats were got out and with difficul- 
ty all the Patria’s passengers, number- 
ing 150, were transferred to the Ceres, 
which proceeded for Dover, where she 
arrived just before midnight. : 

Francis W. Prescott, the United States 
consul in Dover, was immediately noti- 
and he consulted with the harbor 
authorities, who arranged to send out the 
harbor tug, Lady Vita, which brought 
the rescued ashore. 


Six Small Babes. 


Among the saved are many ladies and | 


children, as well as six babes in arms. 
The hurry of the rescue was indicated 
by the fact that most of the passengers 
were enveloped in blankets only. They 
were rapidly distributed among the ho- 
tels or sent to the sailors’ home and 
everything possible is being done for their 
comfort.

Wednesday morning when they were 
informed that a disastrous fire had broken 
out among the general cargo, and, as 
the crew were unable to master it, the 
captain said he considered it advisable 
for the passengers to take to the boats. 
At this time it ras evident that the 
fire had obtained a thorough hold upon 
the cargo. SmckKe and flames were as- 
cending with overpowering force and 
causing great alarm. ; 


Crew Worked Like Heroes. 
The crew, according to several pas- 
sengers. worked like heroes in their en- 


deavors to keep the flames under, but 
the great quantity of linseed among the 
cargo and the oil supplied by this made 
all their efforts hopeless. 

There was very great excitement among 
the women and children, but the example 
the coolness of Captain Froh- 
lich and the crew had a calming effect on 
the passengers generally. 

The boats were promptly got over the 
side, the crew working as if they were 
at drill. The safety of the ladies and 
children was the first consideration. As 
the fire had by this time consumed the

AGUINALDO’S ORDERS FOUND 


Americans in Every Way. 

Manila, November 15, 11 a. m.—General 

Hughes, with parts af 
and Twenty-sixth regiments, moved from 
lloilo Thursday, November 9th, to Otton, 
six miles west, for the purpose of captur- 
ing Santa Barbara, the rebel stronghold 
ten miles north of lloilo. Heavy rains 
preceded the movement and the roads 
were in places impassable. : 
\ The same night Colonel Carpenter, with 
the Eighteenth regiment and battery G, 
of the Sixth artillery, moved westerly 
from Jaro to connect with General 
Hughes. Colonel 
to return to Jaro on account of 
roads, and the entire movement 
hampered by lack of proper transporta- 
tion. Company ¢C, of 
regiment, had the only fighting. 
three miles out of Jaro this 
charged the rebel trenches and three of 
the enemy were killed. One American 
was killed. 

General Hughes on November 12th occu- 
pied Tagbanan. and Guimbal on the 
southern coast, and also Cordova. in the 
interior. The enemy did not oppose Gen- 
eral Hughes's advance. Recent orders 
from Aguinaldo found in the trenches 
said: 

“Do not oppose the Americans’ advance. 
Burn the villages as they are evacuated. 
Divide the forces into bands of forty. 
Harass the Americans on every occa- 
sion.’’ 

Araneta, the rebel leader of the island 
of Panay, was captured at Tagbanan 
while attempting to pass the lines into 
Lioild. 

Two battalions of the Twenty-sixth will 
garrison Iloilo and Jaro. 

San Miguel, visible from Iloilo, has been 
burned by the rebels. 

It is reported that an expedition, evad- 
ing the navy, recently lafhded arms and 
ammunition on the Antique coast, 
that the rebels threaten memes with 
an armed force of 3,000 men. These sto- 
ries are not believed.

IT 1S A DISPENSARY ROW 


In the Papers. = 


Because Latter Said Member of Board 
cf Control Had Liquor in His 
Hcuse—Hazelden Accused 
Sellers of Giving In- 
formation.

Columbia, S. C., November 15.—(Special.) 
The publications which have been made 
for the past three weeks respecting the 
conduct of the state board of control, 
and which have locally been termed “‘rev- 
efations,” have resulted in bloodshed, in 
which five prominent men of Marion coun- 
ty have been wounded more or less seri- 
ously. 

Among the wounded is J. Dudley Hazel- 
den, of the board of control, who has 
- been its chairman for some time, and his 
brother, Captain Luther M. Hazelden, 
late adjutant of: the Second South Caro- 
lina gegiment in the Spanish-American 
war. 

About ten days ago J. D. Hazelden of- 
fered to fight PD. A. G. Ouzts, who as an 
ex-employee of the dispensary had been 
making charges of his crookedness. Re- 
cently information was furnished Ouzts 
by some one at Sellers, S. C., the home of 
"Hazelden, that the member of the board 
of control had his hcuse stocked with 
special brands of liquor, ‘‘Hazelden’s 
Choice,” ¢é¢tc.,* made “for him gratis by 
liquor firms for whom he voted cen- 
tracts fgr supplying the state dispen- 
sary. | 

Yesterday morning Benjamin Sellers, 
postmaster at Sellers, received a message 
from Hazelden, asking him to come to his 
gin, ‘situated near the Hazelden home- 
stead, and close up some business about 
cotton, Sellers complied and while at the 
gin was charged by Hazelden with having 
furnished Ouzts that information about 
liquors. Sellers dented; both abused each 

other, and Hazeldef drew a pistol. 

Sellers’ said he was unarmed and 
eharged Hazelden with cowardice. The 
men then separated. Several members of 
Commissioner Hazelden’s family wete 
present at this scene. Late in the even- 
ing two buggies, containing Commissioner 
J. Dudley Hazelden, his father, J. G. 
Hazelden: his brother, Luther M. Hazel- 
den; his cousin, Aubrey Evans, brother of 
Governor Eljerbe’s private secretary, and 
Dr. Henry Edwards, drove into Sellers 
from Marion, which is ten miles’ distanee, 
and where they seem to have gone to get 
arms. All of them were armed, there 
being rifles, shotguns and revolvers in the 
party. 

-. Reports are conflicting as to how the 
shooting began, some charging that the 

Fiazelden party was ambushed by the 
Sellers brothers, John C. Sellers, orre of 
the most prominent men in the county, 
and his son Benjamin, who were conceal- 
ed in the postoffice. The shooting began 
just as the Hazeldens were opposite and 
also about twenty feet from the postoffice 
door, where the buggies stopped.

‘Her Old Mother Calls at the City 


Prison with Her Babe and 


Takes Her Home.

A young woman created a sensation yes- 
terday afternoon by giving an exhibition 
of the skirt dance on the sidewalk on 
McDaniel street. 

Among the audience there chanced to 
be a policeman in citizens’ clothes and 
he arrested the skirt dancer and had her 
locked up at the police barracks. 

Last night about 9 o'clock an elderly 
woman went to the police barracks with 
a bright, blue-eyed baby boy in her 
arms, 

The young woman in the prison, who 
had been arrested for the skirt dance, was 
the baby boy’s mother. 

“IT have come to try to get my daughter 
out of the city prison,’”’ the elderly woman 
“She left 
home today to visit some friends and I 
heard a little .while ago she had been 
arrested.”’ 

Grandmother and babe were admitted to 
the prison to see the young woman. 

The prisoner was Homania Nichols, who 
is scarcely more than a girl. She has 
curls clinging about her face and there 
is an air of freshness and vivacity in her 
manner which clearly ‘indicates that she 
has not yet tasted any of the bitterness 
of life which come with satiety and re-

In a little prison room on the second 
floor of the barracks, the young woman 
was lying on a bed when her mother 
entered with the babe'in her arms. 

With tears upon her furrowed cheeks 
the elderly woman said: 

“My child, how could you act so as to 
get into this place?’ 

‘‘Mother,”’ was the reply, “I did nothing 
but dance. I felt happy and just danced 
a little bit on the sidewalk. How was I 


to know that a policeman was around 
when he didn’t have’ on any brass but- 
tons?’’ 

“Yes, I have told you often and often,” 
said the mother, “that that dancing of 
yours would be your fuin some day.” 

Turning to the officer standing by, the 
elderly woman said: 

“You know, Homania has been dancing 
all her life. She dances around the house 
as soon as she gets up in the morning, 
and the last thing she does at night is to 
dance herself to bed.”’ 

“I believe I will dance for the recorder 
tomorrow,” said the young woman, 
laughing, ‘‘and maybe when he sees how 
well I can dance he will let me go.”

the knowledge that there will probably 
be no compromise at all. 

The leaders of the minority left the con- 
sultation with the purpose of moving that 
the house go into committee of the whole, 
intending to devote the remainder of the 
Session to a bill involving an appropria- 
tion of $300. The min@rity, however, were 
saved the trouble of making the motion, 
as Mr. Willingham at once proposed the 
committee of the whole house. 

The minority obtained possession of the

The disappointment of the majority was 
noticeably keen and “several determined 
efforts were made to oust Mr. Ellis, of 
Bibb, from possession of the floor, to 
which, however, the chair ruled he had a 
right.

The house of representatives passed a 
resolution yesterday seeking to put the 
democracy of the state in touch with, 
the democracy of the nation, and indorsed 
by unanimous action the principles of the 
party as contained in the measure intro- 
duced- by Hon. Hiram P. Bell, of For- 
syth. 

The resolutions were introduced in the 
house at the last session and referred to 
the committee on the state of the’ repub- 
lic, only reaching the house on their pas- 
gage yesterday morning. 

In the midst of the prohibition fight the 
resolutions were called up and read and 
the house showed its respect for the ven- 
erable member from Forsyth in the care- 
ful attention given the few remarks made 
by him. 

“The resolutions,”” said Mr. Bell, “in 
my opinion stand for and represent sound 
democratic doctrine, and on these prin- 
ciples the democracy all over ioe union 
{fs a unit. 

‘It is well enough, amid the Susy scenes 
of legislation, for us to pause (ccasicn- 
ally and reaffirm our principies ard put 
ourselves in touch with our party else- 
where.” 

The resolutions call for a change in the 
method of electing United States senators 
by taking the choice away from the leg- 
fslatures of the different states and vest- 
ing it in the qualified voters of the coun- 
try.

Warm Discussion on the Measure 
Championed by Davis. 


MANY NEW BILLS WERE INTRODUCED 


Sevéral Measures Made Special Or- 
ders for Next Week, When They 
Will Be Brought Up Again. 


After taking up the Nesbitt child labor 


| bill on Tuesday and voting it down, the 


Senate yesterday reconsidered its action 
and the measure will again come up for 
consideration by the body when its au- 
thor and friends are convinced that suffi- 
clent opposition has been overcome to 
guarantee its safe passage. 

The action of the senate was reconsider- 
ed. by a vote of 20 to 15 and immediately 
Senator Nesbitt moved that it be tabled 
for the time being. This course was tak- 
en and the bill may not be called from 
the table again this week. 

The bill as it originally stood was first 
referred to the committee on immigration 
and labor, and before that body a lively 
hearing was*held, during which mill and 
factory owners were heard in opposition 


to the measure, while pelle ee 
tion people made an equally as determineas 


effort in behalf of its favorable recom- 
mendation. 

While in committee, however, the bill 
was stripped of some of its features and 
it was then considered in shape to go be- 
fore the senate. The committee sent it 
up with a recommendation that it pass, 
but after heated discussion and several! 
attempts to table it had been made and 
lost, the measure was finally voted upon 
and defeated. It is expected that several 
other changes are contemplated before it 
is again put up for a passage. 

Senator King’s bill, seeking to reduce 
the salary of the state librarian fram 
$1,800 to $1,200, also came up for action 
and was defeated. The general judiciary 
committee recommended that it not pass, 
and by a vote of 28 to 17 the report of 
the committee was agreed to and the 
measure wag lost. 

Considerable opposition to the bill was 
shown when it first came up for consid- 
eration, although two weeks ago it was 
passed, then reconsidered-and recommit- 
ted. 

Senator Johnson’s local bill providing 
for the consolidation of the offices of tax 
recciver and treasurer of the county of 
Fannin, was passed. 


Park Bill a Special Order.

“ “The statisticflan of the department of ag- 
ricuiture stateS that the fact that tue pre- 
liminary of the estimate of the cotton crop 
has several times (turned out to be an under- 
estimate has been due in every instance to 
a failure to keep pace with the rapid expan- 
sion of the productive area, When, thererore, 
the very large crop of last year made it 
evident that the crop had increased beyond both 
oficial and commercial estimates, it was de- 
termined to institute a special and very thor- 
vugh investigation into the entire cotton situ- 
ation. The productive area last year is found 
to have been nearly 25,000,000 acres, and that 
for the present year to be about 23,500,000 
acres, With the probability that the final re- 
turns‘ will show the present acreage to have 
been below rather than above the amount 
stated. The investigation discloses one of the 
smallest average yields per acre in many years, 
and, in estimating the total crop at a mixi- 
mum of 9,500,000 bales, the most ample al- 
lowance has been made for the tendency to 
take a too pessimistic view of unfavorable con- 
ditions, the actual indications at the present 
moment pointing to a crop of less than 9,000,000 
bales. The reports still coming in give no in- 
dication of any improvement in the situation. 
In his Capucity as expert to the United States 
commission, tne statisticlan has had the pre- 
paration of the United States exhibit for the 
Paris exhibition, and his duties in that con- 
nection have afforded him exceptional aa- 
Vantages lor ascertaining the condition of the 
crop in every part of the country. Unimpeach- 
able evidence that has come to him fn that 
capacity is confirmatory of the must unfavor- 
able official |reports.’ 

“In view the evidence of these telegrams 
and the report of the chief of the agricultura! 
department, we are led to the conclusion, after 
making all possible allowance for undue *pes- 
Simism’ and a on the part of the pro- 
ducer to underestimate the crop, that it cann* 
exceed 8,700,000 bales, and may be considerably; 
less than this. We believe that the crop has 
been marketed with exceptional rapidity. A 
close inspection of the records shows that this 
is always the case in small crop years. The 
reasons for this are evident,. and are as fol- 
lows: 

“First. In a short crop year the market 
generally an advancing one during the autumn. 
and planters are tempted by the high range of 
values as compared with the previous year 
into realizing upon their production. 

“Second. The exceptionally nne weather for 
Picking has enabied most farmers to compirete 
the gathering of their crop and their energies 
are naturally turned toward marketing it. 

“Third. Killing frost,-which in many Weal- 
ities has occurred this vear at an exception- 
ally early period, has rendered further growth 
and fruitage impossible, and the bulk 
this year’s cotton production being ‘put 
bales has naturally made its appearance at 
the interior towns or monetary centers. where 
it can be used as a basis of financial accomm»- 
dation. 

“It‘is persistently alleged by those who have 
believed in a large cron this year, now 
tunately in a small majority, that the southern 
eotton producer has this season been speculat- 
ing heavily upon production, and that the 
small receipts have been. caused by a eo.

Late Profit Taking Caused a Sub- 
stantial Reaction. 


New York, November 15.—The cotton market 
mad» tair progress in an upward direction this 
morning, but most of the session there was a 
feeling of nervousness apparent in the pit, gen- 
erated by persistent circulation of conflicting 
rumors as to the feeling abroad. Shorts were 
made extremely uneasy by an estimate of a 
crop of 8,700,000 bales, following, as it did, last 
night's estimate of 9,/0,000 bales by the gov- 
ernment. An effort to.cover, together with 
active buying of Wall street account, sent 
prices up 4 to $ points on the opening call, and 
gave the market a stvedy tone. The trading 
level immediately folowing the opening was 7 
to 12 points above the ciose of last night, but 
later profit-taking caused a substantial reac- 
tion. Liverpool responded to our advance of 
yesterday.to the satisfaction of holders here, 
but lost a good share of the improvement before 
our ‘market openéd under heavy realizing and 
bear hammering.

Waiting Disposition Shown Pending 
Further Development in the 
Money Situation. 


New York, November 15.—There was a show 
of strength in stocks today owing to the large 
operations by professional speculators in a 
number of the prominent industrial specialties 
notably Sugar, the Leather stocks, some of 
the metal issues and New York Public Utili- 
ties, all of which show large gaihs. There 
were strong advances in New York Centrul 
on the announced settlement of differences over 
the Boston and Albany lease; in Southern Pa- 
cific on the continued large absorption by the 
banking interests; in Pacific Mail in anticipa- 
tion of action on the dividend: in the coalers 
on the good conditions in the anthracite trade, 
and in the Atchison stocks. The level of prices 
on the whole is higher, but the activity was 
not very widely distributed and the general 
disposition was to maintain a waiting attitude 
pending further developments in the money sit- 
uation. There was no recurrence of extreme 
stringency in the local money market. Sec- 
retary Gage'’s announcement that the treasury 
would buy $25,000,000 of United States bonds at 
the price which they were quoted on the New 
York stock exchange was not made until after 
the close of today’s market.
